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The  interplay  between  international  law  and  international  relations  (IR)  theory  is  a 
subject  of  increasing  interest  in  both  disciplines.  This  seminar  will  explore  that 
relationship,  looking  at  various  schools  of  IR  theory  including  realism,  liberalism,  neo¬ 
liberal  institutionalism  and  constructivism,  and  their  understandings  of  the  role  of  law  in 
international  society.  Selected  topics  in  international  law,  drawn  from  the  fields  of  the 
use  of  force,  state  responsibility,  environmental  law  and  human  rights,  will  be  explored 
from  an  interdisciplinary  perspective.  The  seminar  will  conclude  with  discussions  of  the 
role  that  law  may  play  in  “persuading”  international  actors  to  behave  in  certain  ways,  and 
the  issues  raised  for  both  law  and  IR  theory  by  global  cultural  diversity.
